Our local representative Mr, 
Lawerence Peterson M. L. A. was 
the guest of honor at the Board of 
Trade luncheon held st tlie Club 
Cafe Wednesday afternoon. The 
chief topics discussed by Mr. Peter 
sou were, the local Agricultural 
School and the road probleme as 
seen by the government. 

With regards to the school and 
the possibility of its being closed. 
•Mr. Peterson points out that aftei 
the school was built the Donimioii 
Government stood fifty per cent ol 
the operating expenses at that 
time. This assistance was with¬ 
drawn leaving the ProvinoialOov- 
ernment to finance the school in 
future years. At that time the 
representatives of this district 
assured the government of approx- 
iinately a hundred and fifty stud 
ente This goal however wae 
never reached and after the school 
was reopened the number enrolled 
dropped off until at the present 
time sixty three students are at 
tending. Failure in enrollment is 
attributed to the comparativiy few 
to draw from in thie locality. It 
is pleasing to note that thie dis- 
triot ie sending twenty five per 
oent more students to the Agricul 
tural School per capitia than any 
other district that has such s 
school. With the growing sugar 
beet industry the rich fertile lands 
and irrigation at our disposal every 
effort will be made to keep the 
Bohool open. 

The road problem froui the 
Provincial government’s point of 
view presents a very bright future. 

In 1923 ilefinite plans were out¬ 
lined by the government with re¬ 
gard to a road building program. 
All roads were olaseified. Main 
highways, defined as roads be. 
tween provinces or to the internat¬ 
ional boundary, secondary roads 
and local roads. .There is 2000 
miles of main highway, 12.000 
miles of secondary road and 40, 
000 miles of local roads. Up to 
late only 700 miles of main high 
way has been built and it —will 
probably take five years to c 
pleta the program. It was point- 
«d out that our interest should be 
centered on secondary road 
grants, the government propably 
raising 50 per oent of any large 
local program. 

84,600,000 were spent on roads 
last year with a revenue of 8800, 
000 gasoline tax and 1,500,000 
collected from licenses. 

Another very interesting mat¬ 
ter was put before the members 
hy Seoretary Hal pin. He read a 
letter from the Calgary Oas Com¬ 
pany stating thoi: in all probabil¬ 
ity an endeavor will be made to 
supply Rsymond with gas next 
summer, and the only feasible 
plan is to put down a well in this 
locality.

Trade with South Africa in oertl* 
tied seed potatoes from Canada is be¬ 
ing promoted another tribute to the 
excellence of our spuds. 

Last spring small quantities of 
Irish (Cobbler, Green Mountain and 
Dooley varieties were shipped to 
South Africa from Eastern Canada. 
They arrived in Capetown in excellent 
condition and gave good results 
Ihcvc. 

The South African growers pre¬ 
ferred Dooley as more suitable to 
Ihoir ppcclal requirements. This 
season they are Icstlng, at their 
own request, otlier varieties small 
sized seed, of two to three ounces, 
from certified crops. 

The British Columbia Inspector is 
obtaining for this purpose quantities 
of two to three ounce seed of the fol- 
lo>Aing varleites; — ITp-to-date, Sir 
Walter Raleigh, Burbank and Epi¬ 
cure. As thetc was no crop of ccr- 
lifted Epicure in British (Columbia 
this season Wisconsin Pride and Bliss 
Triumph were substituted for that 
variety. Results in South Africa 
from this British Columbia certified 
seed will be closely watched and may 
lead to the development of a worth¬ 
while trade.

Effect Of Sunlight 


On Dairy Products

Dr. E. O. Good, Chief of the Div¬ 
ision of Dairy' Rosearch, of the Fed¬ 
eral Department of Agriculture, 
states that it Is a well established 
scleptiflc fact that direct sunlight has 
a detrimental effect on the flavor of 
practically all dairy proilucts and es¬ 
pecially on milk, cream and butter. 

This statement was given by Dr. 
Hood, when questioned regarding the 
practice of housewives using win-1 
dow-sills as refrigerators during the; 
autumn season when tliey have j 
slopped taking ice. From the stand- [ 
point of keeping the products cool, I 
the window-sill answers the purpose, 
hut if the window is located where ’ 
direct sunlight can reach It, dairy; 
products should never be kept there. • 

Milk, cream and butter when ex-1 
posed to direct sunlight quickly dc- ' 
velop abnormal flavors which are 
jjenerally of a metallic or tallowy 
nature. This tallowy flavor is caused 
by the action of sunlight on butter -1 
fHt and has )>ecn known to develop 
to a very noticeable degree after an 
hour or so. In Uie case of butter, the! 
fat turns to a very light or white | 
color, and the same change takes 
place in the fat in milk or cream 
whether it is homogenized or not. 

Dr. Hood states that If consumers 
fmd that milk or cream has become 
tallowy in flavor after keeping It for 
twenty-four hours, they should not 
blame the dairy by whom they are 
supplied, if those dairy products have 
been kept in a window exposed to the 
sun. This flavor can be prevented if 
milk and cream is protected from di¬ 
rect sunlight by wrapping the bottles 
in a piece of heavy brovsTi paper or 
by placing them in a wooden box 
made for the purpose, when It is 
necessary to keep them outside. But 
a cool shaded corner In the cold stor¬ 
age of the cellar is always a safe 
place to keep dairy products at this 
life of the year, when outside tem¬ 
peratures are generally lower th£in 
those obtained in the average house¬ 
hold refrigerator.

New legislation along the linos of 
mortgage law procedure in Alberta 
will probably be Introduced at the 
next session of the legislature. It wMll 
be in the form of a bill of sales and 
1 chattel mortgage act, a draft of 
! whicli is now Ix'ing considered by the 
government for possible adoption as 
I i>art of the sessional docket. 

The proposed legislation has been 
drafted by the eastern members of 
the commission on the uniformity of 
legislation, and has been approved 
by that body for general use in the 
various provinces. In accordance 
with the Alberta government’s policy 
of giving effect as soon as possible 
to the uniform legislation suggested 
from that source. The draft is cer¬ 
tain to get sympathetic considera¬ 
tion.

So far In 192S, railroads and muni- ^ 
rlpalltlcs have spent almost as much 
In level crossing protection as they 
did In the whole of the preceding 20 
years, Mr. Dunning declared. Tile 
railroads have spent $2,744,000, as 
compared with $.3,239,000 for the 20- 
ycar period ending December 31. Inst.' 
The munictpaltties contributed $2,- 
853.000 as compared with $2,730,000 
for the 20 years The latter figure 
Includes $091,000 sj'ent by the pro-, 
vlnclal governments. 

Grade crossings nssisted from the 
fund this year number 102, bringing 
the total to 1.030 since 1909. It is 
e.'^tlmnted that there are 30,102 cross¬ 
ings In Canada, of which 25.591 arc 
rural and 4.511 urban. 

Crossing accidents during the flrst 
nine months of this year were 242 
dc.spite redoubled efTorts to cope with ^ 
the situation. For the whole of 1927 ' 
the figure was 310. ‘ 

The fund flrst became available on ‘ 
April 1, 1909, and Is under the ad- ‘ 
ministration of the Dominion rail- ’ 
way board. The board has jHiavet ' 
to make orders for the protection ol * 
Ihc public at railway crossings and ‘ 
to apportion the cost as between the * 
federal fund, the railways and the 
municipalities. 

The maximum payment from the 
fund has been raised from $25,000 to ^ 
$100,000 for each crossing on a 40 
per cent, basis. 


In northern sections where corn 
for silage can not be grown success¬ 
fully either of two crops may be used 
os a substitute. Silage from a mix¬ 
ture of oats, peas, and vetches, 
seems to give results about equal to 
sunflower silage for feeding dairy 
cows. These two crops were compared 
at the Dominion RxperimenlaJ Sta¬ 
tion for New Ontario, at ICapuskas- 
Ing. The superintendent In his re¬ 
port for the year 1927, published by 
the Department of Agriculture, Ot¬ 
tawa, states that tho experiment was 
carried on to determine the relative 
value of the two silages for milk pro¬ 
duction, Ten milking cows were se¬ 
lected which were tn such stage of 
lactation that each would continue 
milking throughout the following 
I four thirty-day periods which the cx- 

1 periment covered. During this period 
the silage fed was Interchanged from 
month to month and accurate records 
kept. This experiment has lieen con- 
ducteH yearly for five years. For the 
flrst three years each animal was fed 
five pounds per day more sunflower 
silage than oats, peas, and vetch sil¬ 
age. This was done to balance up 
the dry matter as between the two 
kinds of silage. During the later 
two years the quantity of sunflower 
silage given was reduced, so that tho 
cattle consumed equal quantities of 
e.ach silage. Besides the silage ration, 
each cow received twelve pounds of 
hay per day, and six received In ad¬ 
dition twenty pounds of , roots per 
day. The grain mixture consisted of 
bian, 4 parts; ground oats, 2 parts; 
ground barley, 2 parts; and oilcake, 

2 parts. This was fed In accordance 
wlUi the individual requirements for 
the cows, according to the quantity 
of milk being given. 

During the five-year period the 
average dally production of milk was 
2-t.83 lbs. for the cows on the sun¬ 
flower silage, and 24.52 lbs. for the 
cows on Hie oats, peas, and vetch sil¬ 
age, while the cost of feed per KM) 
lbs. of milk produced was $1.63 and 
$1.78 respectively, showing that Uiese 
two crops are very similar In In feed¬ 
ing value, what little advantage there 
Is lying with the sunflower silage.

Winter Egg Production 

\'uluc Of Hccf Scrap and Riittormllk 
For I’oiillrj la Gunipared 

In the feeding of poultry at the 
Lacombe, Alberta, Experimental Sta¬ 
tion, buttermilk and beef scrap were 
compared as a source of animal pro. 
tcln for winter egg production. Pena 
of white Wyandotte pullets were used 
iu the experiment, which lasted from 
the beginning of November until the 
end of the following April. Except for 
buttermilk given to one lot and beef 
scrap to the other, the ration was 
the same with the different pens. At 
the end ot the experiment It was 
found the pern; given beef scrap pro¬ 
duced slightly better results than 
those receiving buttermilk, from tlio 
standpoint of egg production. The 
cost per day of eggs produced was 
1.6 cents per dozen In favour of tho 
Ijecf scrap. 

The report ol the superintendent of 
this station, published by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, at Ottawa, 
gives the result of many other experi¬ 
ments in the feeding ol poultry and 
lu the other investigations and activ¬ 
ities being carried on at the Central 
Alberta station.
